ister to England tho publication of his book 
on poker was announced in this country, aud 
from it ho got tiic title, of "Poker Bob."

NOTED HYMN WRITERS. 


Hlntorr of Some of th» Famou Bollctotu 
Sonciof the I.Mt Century. 


Mr. H. L. Gladding spoke at th« 


Tabernacle Baptist Church Mission, in 
New York, on "An 
Evening with 


Hymn Writers of the Eighteenth Cen-' 
tury." The speaker claimed'the last 
century as pre-eminently glorious in 
the wealth of imperishable hymni 
which it had given to the Christian 
world. After briefly alluding toWatta, 
Doddridge, Wesley, Montgomery and 
others, he dwelt at some length on the 
character and work of Cowper, Nswton, 
Toplady, Perronet and Tawcett. In 
speaking of Cowper, reference wa« 
made to the fact that one of his last and 
best hymns, "God Moves in a Mysteri- 
ous Way," 
was written under very pe- 


culiar circumstances. It was just be- 
fore his last attack of insanity. Th« 
shadow of the coming eclipse had al- 
ready touched his mind. Cowper had 
resolved to go to a peculiar part of th« 
Ouse river and drown himself. The 
driver of the carriage mlssid his way, 
and by this providential interference, 
the poet's life was saved, and this hymn 
was the result of his subsequent reflec- 
tion. 


Rev. John Newton, after leading a 


dissolute life, was converted during a 
terrible storm at sea, and out of his re- 
ligious experience came the aailor'i 
hymn beginning: 


"I hear tbe tempest's awful iound, 
I leel the vessel's quick rebound, 
And fear might now my bosom nil, 
But Jesus whispers: 'Pence, be •tUl.'" 


Augustus M. Toplady, author of th« 


"Bock of Ages, Cleft for Me," 
wai 


brought to the knowledge of the truth 
through a sermon preached by an illit- 
erate layman at an obscure place in 
Ireland. 


Edward Perronet, the writer of the 


most triumphant hymn in'the lan- 
guage, "All Hail the Power of Jesus' 
Name," was at first attached to the 
Church of England, but subsequently 
left the communion and joined the 
Methodists. He was long a bosom 
friend of Charles Wesley. 


John Fawcett, a Baptist clergyman, 


wrote the hymn, frequently called the 
Young Men's Christian Association 
hymn, "Blest Be the Tie that Binds." 
After preaching seven years at Wains- 
gate, England, he was called to n 
church at London. The society at 
Wainsgate was scattered and poor; the 
London church large, rich and influen- 
tial. The change seemed a promising 
one, and Fawcett resolved to go. His 
household goods were loaded for re- 
moval to his new field and his people 
came together to bid him farewell. 
The scene that followed was. a most af- 
fecting one. 
The poor people that for 


seven long years Fawcett had instruct 
eel and befriended entreated him with 
tears to remain with them. The voice 
of love was mighty and it prevailed. 
The pastor felt that it was his duty to 
stay at Wainsgate. Turning to tltf 
weeping people before him he said: '1 
will stay: you may unpack my goods, 
and we will live for the Lord lovingly 
together." It was under the influence 
of feelings induced by this incident 
that Fawcett wrote this oftcn-suug 
hymn.^-Cor. Chicago Journal.
